The Germans succeeded in break- 
ing througn and capturing Tikhvin. 
Soviet troops, however, continued to 
struggle for this strategically im- 
portant point. 

Aftér 10 cays of tense battles, as 
a result uf daring and resolute 
operations, Tikhvin was not only 
regained but Schmidt's group was 
so smashed up that it had no time 
to withdraw or hastily retreat and 
was compelied to throw down its 
arms and fiee. Having recaptured 
Tikhvin, Scviet units under Gen- 
eral K. E. Meretskov considerably 
improved the position of Leningrad 
and its detenders. 

„But the significance of this new 
victory of the Red Army is far 
greater than its immediate results. 
‘Tikhvin was regained immediately 
following the recapture of Rostov. 
In the course of 10 days the Ger-

Atlantic and Pacific coast mafitime | 
unions to convene one day prior to 


the conference so that they can 
pool their ideas and proposals in a 
common program.

An airmail letter was sent by Mr. 
Curran yesterday to Eugene Burke, 
Secretary of the Marine Cooks and 
Stewards Association of the Pacific; 
V. J. Malone, Secretary of the Ma- 
rine Firemen, Oilers, Watertenders 
and Wipers of the Pacific; Harry 
Lundeberg, Secretary of the Sailors 
Union of the Pacific; John Hawkes, 
Secretary of the Seafarers Inter- 
national Union; and Captain John 
Fox, Acting President, Inland Boat- 
men’s Union of the Pacific. The let- 
ter said: 


“The proposals advanced by both 
the AFL. and CIO call for a con- 
ference of Government, manage- 
ment and labor jointly to work out 
the ‘most. practical and effective 
program for our National Defense 
ang prosecution of the war against 

enemies of our country. 

role of labor in this con- 
ference is naturally, not only to 
contribute its full share towards 
production, etc., but also to insure 
that the rights of labor are pro- 
tected at the same time. It there- 
fore follows that the maritime 
unions can best contribute at this 
conference and, at the same time, 
protect the rights of the workers by 
drafting a joint program. 

“In order to accomplish this, it is 
absolutely necessary that the mari- 
time unions meet previous to the 
conference and. contribute all their 
ideas, in order to present the best 
possible program before this con- 
ference of Government, manage - 
ment and labor. Whatever differ- 
ences that may have existed in the 
past are, absolutely unimportant in 
the face of the grave danger facing 
the country as a whole, as well 
as the entire trade union move- 
ment.”

“It is a communique of a vic- 
torious army, not of, one en- 
dangerei by the enemy,” a spokes- 
man said. 

The best judgment here was that 
the Germans could not organize 
another offensive before Spring, 
and they recalled recurring re- 
ports that the Germans were 
withdrawing bombers from the So- 
viet front and adjusting their lines 
at various points, preparatory to 
digging in. 

Some observers believed that the 
Soviet assault may have gained 
such momentum that the Germans 
may not even be able to dig in 
along presently defined lines. They 
believed that the Red Armies were 
much better equipped and condi- 
tioned for winter warfare than the 
Germans, recalling that the Soviets 
carried out the Finnish campaign 
in the dead Arctic winter, 

The Soviet strategy, believed to 
have won the Battle for Moscow, 
was revealed as follows: Attack the 
flanks of the Moscow battle arc 
and drive salients of such depth 
that the Germans are forced to fall 


It was believed that the Germars 
had withdrawn troops from other 
fronts to avert the disaster, as So- 
viet reports told of the recaptures 
of 15 villages near Leningrad, in 
the north, and claimed that new 
Soviet counter-attacks were be- 
ginning from Sevastopol, beseiged 
Crimean Naval Base, which threw 
some German units back toward 
Perekop Isthmus. 

CITY RECAPTURED 

Solnechnogorsk, 40 miles north- 
west of Moscow, on the Leningrad 
Railroad, was recaptured, the com- 
munique said. In the same sector, 
the Germans were repcrted encircled 
at Klin, 11 miles northwest . 

South of Moscow, five towns were 


reported recaptured in the Tula 
area—Rogachevy Istra, 85 miles 
southeast of Moscow; Venev, 90 


miles south south-east of Moscow; 
Michailov; Stalinogorsk, 125 miles 
southeast of Moscow, and Epifan, 
125 miles south-southeast of Mos- 
cow. 

The Germans started a pincers 
movement on Nov. 16 from the 
north and south against Moscow 
and on Dec. 6, with the Red Army 
still holding firm at the flanks of 
the semi-circular front around Mos- 
cow, “the enemy became exhausted.” 


NAZIS RETREATING 


The Soviet troops then launched 
counter-attacks, the communique 
said, and the Germans, defeated, 
“now are retreating hurriedly, leav- 
ing behind arms and equipment 
and suffering heavy losses.” 

Soviet troops swarmed through 
the German defenses at both ends 
of the Moscow arc, sending in- 
fantry and motorized units into 
pell-mell retreat, the communique 
Said.

A Sound Move 
By the White House 


The President's invitation to labor and 
employers to hold a conference to work out 
voluntary machinery for settling industrial 
disputes, is timely and will meet with wide- 
spread approval. This—and not anti-labor 
legislation—is what the country wants. 

The decision to hold the conference again 
raises the question of cooperation between 
CIO and AFL. Surely, the forthcoming 
gathering will be,most successful if the dele- 
gates from the two bodies of labor meet 
beforehand and work out a joint program. 

The plans for the conference indicate that 
it is in the direction of the proposal by CIO 
President Philip Murray for a government- 
labor-employer conference. 

Murray has pointed out that what is

seized the offensive in the war- 
charged Pacific today, shooting 
down 11 Japanese airplanes in the 
Philippines, routing Japanese war- 
ships which fled without a fight, 
and throwing into action a fleet of 
submarines from which, Admiral 
Thomas C. Hart said, “big results 
are expected.” 

The U. S. Asiatic Fleet com- 
mander announced at a press con- 
ference, which was interrupted by 
the day’s second air raid alarm at 
Manila, that both United States 
and Filipino fliers were acquitting 
themselves heroically. Among the 
four fliers be named specially was 
Capt. Colin Kelly, Jr., 26-year-old 
Floridan, who scored three mortal 
bomb hits on the Japanese battle- 
ship Haruna before he was killed. 

LANDINGS ON LUZON 


The Japagese meanwhile im- 
proved. ‘their strength” in northern 
Luzon, the island on which Manila 
lies, according to this morning's 
communique, and there were re- 
ports, still umconfirmed, that a 
small Japanese force had pushed 
ashore at Legaspi, on the south- 
eastern tup of Luzon, 200 miles 
from Manila. 

In addition to the Hurana, whose 
sinking was announced officially, in 
Washington, Hart announced that 
one heavy and at least two light 
bomb hits had been scored in the 
Japanese battleship Kongo by naval 
fliers, and that the ship was last 
seen: “out of control and surely 
seriously cripped.” 


TOKIO FLEET RUNS 
He said that surface ships of the 


‘Asiatic Fleet once made contact 


with enemy ships a considerable 
distance from Manila but “the 
Japanese made off and no fight 


developed.“ The U. S. submarines 


have not deen heard from yet, he 
said, but in remarking that “we ex- 
pect big things from them,” he 
pointed out that when a torpedo 
hits a ship “it stays hit,” The sub- 
marines, he said, are the big game 
hunters of the Fleet and they use

Probabilities of a 
Hitler Bombing of 
New "York City

OME New Yorkers take a frivolous and skeptical at- 


titude to the air raid preparations and drills now be- 
ing conducted by the authorities. 

Do not be a member of this company of fools. Hitler 
is desperate; he is playing his last cards, or he would not 
have dared to rouse the mighty lion of American resistance. 

It is this insane desperation that makes a bombing attack on New 
York an immediate probability on Hitler's schedule of war. 

As I view it, the following reasons may be deduced for such an 
attack: 

1, Since the war against the Soviet Union is going badly, Hitler 
needs some quick, cheap and spectacular “small” victories with which 
to strut before the German people. A sneak bombing of New York 
from a few airplane carriers at sea, or even a few of such bombings, 
could not have much effect on the war. But it. might inflame Ger- 
mans with grandiose illusions, and thus lift temporarily the shaky 
morale of Hitler’s ‘worried slaves. 

2. One of the chief reasons why the Axis declared war on America. 
was that they feared our growing production of planes, tanks and 
war munitions. Here is the factor that jis going to tip the balances 
of the global war. If America can be scared into keeping these war- 
supplies at home, Hitler would be weakening the Soviet Union and 
England. He must believe bombings of our coast cities would create 
a new form of American isolationism.. 

3. The Axis, by now, works with a nebel false picture of 


America. Our Lindberghs and America Pirsters have made a lot 


of noise; our big industrialists, State Department and other appeasers 
have given Hitler the impression we are honeycombed with treason 
and disunity like France. We are still unprepared for bombings, 
furthermore. The Nazis may reason that a few city bombings now 


would create such terror and confusion that some new appeasement ‘ 


drive might be possible. -Certainly, the “Daily News” played the Hitler 
game of breeding disunity. and distrust by its headline, “New Yorkers 
Shocked by Phony Air Alarm.” 

The New York Times has carried some stories this week definitely 
emanating from Nazi propaganda sources, in
